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FOREWORD AND ABBREVIATIONS 


I make no excuses or apologies for this series of Elizabethan 
bibliographies. They are as nearly complete as a single person 
working steadily for six years in one city (even though that city 
is New York) could make them To make them “complete” 
would require a stafE of investigators working in all the large 
libraries of the world. Financial considerations alone would 
make this impossible. 

The style employed in the printing is very simple. In the case 
of books the title (in italics) is given first, then the name of the 
author (editor, compiler, composer, etc.), then the place and date 
of publication, the number of pages (or volumes), and a state- 
ment of the presence of illustrations, maps, music, tables, etc. In 
the case of magazine articles (chapters or pages of a book) the 
title (in roman) is given first, then the author’s name, then the 
title of the magazine or book (in italics), then the volume num- 
ber (followed by a colon), then the number of pages covered by 
the essay (or discussion), then the date and a note of the presence 
of illustrations, etc. (In many instances the title of such discus- 
sion is partly or wholly mine, not the author’s ) Pseudonyms are 
printed within single quotes and followed by the real name with- 
in square brackets. A plus sign (-I-) after an item means that the 
item has been published (or issued) more than once (before or 
after the date given) or may be found in some other book. The 
word passim means that the reader will have to consult the index 
of the book named or look through the book or article. Women’s 
names are distinguished by a colon after the first initial of the 
baptismal name. It should be noted that breaks in the numera- 
tion are the results of clerical errors or of the rejection of dupli- 
cates, not of the loss of any items. A list of the abbreviations 
employed follows herewith.
